DTG’s Kenti Bear is 19 inches high and 
eomes-in-a protective package with a 
certificate of ownership detailing its 
authenticity. Glover and the principals in 
her company fee! that they are on the right 
track with their emphasis on merchandis- 
ing ethnic products 

They cite the newly created African 
product line introduced by JCPenney as 
the basis for the correctness of their busi- 
ness strategy. In addition to the Kenti 
bear, DTG Collections plant to market 
educational products, watches and shop- 
ping bags.

Tavares excited about new legislative role

For Charleta Tavares. one of the most 
monumental decisions she ever had to 
make in her life was thrust upon her 
suddenly. But she doesn't regret it at all

Ray 
Miller of Columbus told Tavares that he 
was leaving. And that he was recom-

Espy lauded for role in budget

The Black Elected Democrats of 
Ohio, which had developed a for- 
‘mal agenda in June to present to 
the state legislative conferees to be 
placed in the state’s $30.8 billion 
budget, proclaimed success for its 
efforts recently. 

And critical to the group's suc- 
cess. BEDO president Vernon 
Sykes said. was the effort of State 
Senator Ben Espy, the only Black 
member of the Six-member, bipar- 
lisan conference committee, 

Sen. Espy worked hard ‘on the 
conference committee to see the 
BEDO budget plan enacted," 
Sykes said ina press release, "He 
was @ champion on behalt of the 
interests of African-American, 
poor, and inner-city citizens across 
the state 

The BEDO budget plan, entitled 
“Developing Our Humar Capital, 
called on the legislature to make 
number ‘of changes in state 
programs and dollars, including 


* a significant increase in fund- 
ing for Head Start programs in the 
state; 

* a shift toward community cor- 
rections programs, to take pres- 
sure off the state's prisons, which 
are currently operating at 175 per- 
cent of capacity. 

* increased funding for the Com- 
mission on Minority Health; 

* increased funding for school 
breakfast programs, and language 
which wilf mandate that schoo! dis- 
tricts provide breakfast for poor 
children 

* a major welfare reform pack- 
age that provided ingentives. rather 
than punishment, forthose seeking 
to.gain independence from welfare 
including "fill-the-gap" legislation to 
allow welfare recipients to work 
enough to raise their income up to 
the state's minimum standard of 
need, 

* increased funding tof Central 
State University, the state's only 
predominately-minority public col- 
lege, and 

* an addition $300,000 over the 
biennium for the Commission on 
African-American Males, to assist 


that group in providing a tutorial 
program for students at risk of fail- 
ing the state's proficiency tests. 

BEDO was able to see many of 
its proposals put in place, The 
conference committee restored 
$17 million of a $27.9 million cut in 
additional dollars tor Head Start 
which had been urged by the 
governor and passed by the 
House 

In addition, as part of BEDO's 
education plan, the House of Rep- 
resentatives had placed $6.3 mil- 
lion in the budget to fund the school 
districts’ share to provide funds for 
school breakfasts for all poor 
children in the state who were 
eligible. Atter the Senate watered 
down the funding and the mandate, 
State Rep. C.J. Prentiss of 
Cleveland started a hunger strike 
urging the state legislators to re- 
store the funding. In the con- 
ference committee,.the .Senate 
restored $5 mittiorrtor the breakfast 
program, and mandated that only 
those school districts adding the 
school breakfast program would 
receive the funds

For former State representative 
Ray Miller, July 1 was a day of

It was on July 1 that Miller, who 
had eight months before been 
elected to his 7th term in the Ohio 
General Assembly, was stepping 
down after 12 years in public office 


Miller announced that he was 
resigning to form a think tank, the 
National Urban Policy Institute, to 
perform research and provide 
training on issues of health, educa- 
tion and human services that affect 
the inner city 

Miller added that, at least initial- 
ly, he would be doing some legisla- 
tive lobbying 

The decision was greeted with 
sadness by his legislative col- 
leagues

At a press conference attended 
by a number of legislative staff, 
friends and wellwishers, Miller 
recalled that he was ending a legis- 
lative career and involvement that 
spanned 20 years 

He originally came to the legis- 
lature as an intern in 1973, working 
for the legendary State Rep. C.J 
McLin of Dayton. Miller worked as 
an aide in the legislature; as the 
first director ot the Correctional In- 
stitutions Inspections Committee: 
and as a lobbyist for the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees before going 
to the White House as deputy 
minority atfairs director in the last 
year of the Carter Administration. 

Just four months after he 
returned to Columbus, he was ap- 
pointed to the state legislature to 
replace Les Brown, who had 
moved to Miami 

In his twelve years in the legis- 
lature, Miller rose to head the 
Human Resources Subcommittee 
of the House Finance and Ap- 
propriations Committee, and spon- 
sored major human services 
fagisiation which created the Com- 
mission on Minority Health and the 
Department of Alcohol and Drug 
Addiction Services; helped reform

His decision to leave, Miller 
said, was made “immediately after 
the last election,” based on his 
desire to look at other opportunities 
for service 

He denied any interest in run- 
ning for other office. "The way I'm 
feeling today, (the decision to 
resign) takes me out permanently," 
Miller said. 

Over the years, Miller had been 
prominently mentioned as a Black 
political figure who may run for 
statewide office 

Miller said that it was “time” for 
him “to begin practicing what | have 
been preaching, that is, African 
Americans must become 
employers rather than employees.”

At the same time. there were 
several areas where BEDO was 
unable to see its proposals put in 
place. The conference committee 
agreed to cuts in the governor's 
community corrections budget in 
order to help tund the hiring of an 
additional 904 prison quards. The 
legislature also did not incorporate 
many of the welfare reform 
provisions which were part of the 
BEDO budget 

But Sykes is not discouraged. 

These, and other, measures will 
be part of the BEDO legislative 
agenda, Sykes. in a press release, 
said 

"The budget és the most critical 
document which we develop in any 
two-year period.” Sykes said. 
‘Seeing that we could impact the 
passage of that document by our 
collective efforts has encouraged 
us to focus on passing a complete 
Jegislative agenda for the imrpove

‘Apartheid’ and the court 


t was not surprising that the U.S, Supreme Court, 

in a 5-4 decision, remanded the apportionment of 

North Carolina's 12th Congressional district for 
trial, based on the claims by whites that they had some- 
how been victimized by the creation of the district: 


It was not surprising that the court attacked the 
creation of this district, in which a majority of the voters 
were Black, as an apparent example of “racial ger- 
rymandering” which “bears an uncomfortable 
resemblance to political apartheid" in American politics 


Tragically, it is not surprising that the court, in a 
decision by written by Justice Sandra Day O'Connor -- 
and, providing the fifth and most crucial vote, the court's 
only Black member, Justice Clarence Thomas -- im- 
plied that it would be willing to consider whether the 
‘application of the Voting Rights Act to create districts in 
which minorities represent a majority of the citizens 
subjected the Voting Rights Act to the scrutiny of the 
14th amendment 

But what is so disturbing to us is the court's facile 
hopscotching between rulings, when it becomes in- 
creasingly clear that its motivation is not to create a 
sense of fairness in the law. or to apply it evenly, but to 
create the kind of ideological "judicial activism" which 
conservatives have decried only when it is done by 
liberal justices. 

In the case of Shaw v. Reno, five white North 
Carolina Republicans challenged the creation of a dis- 
trict which extended for 160 miles through the heart of 
North Carolina, in some places only as wide as the 
freeway, to link Black communities into a Congressional 
district with a bare Black majority. North Carolina had 
been due to have one new district in reapportionment. 
and the state legislature had proposed to create one 
district with a Black majority: However, the U.S, Depart- 
ment of Justice, using the Voting Rights Act's require- 
ments that such changes are "precleared" with Justice 
rejected the plan, and the legislators came up with a 
plan which created the new district 

The leaps that the court took to overturn the Justice 
Department's efforts - efforts which, we must submit 
were taken by the Bush Justice Department -- are 
stunning. That is especially-so-when they are-com- 
pared with what the court has said about the efforts of 
Blacks to use the same laws which were created to 
protect their interests in the first place 

For example, in the court's Shaw decision, Justice 
O'Connor noted that the court had already affirmed that 
‘racial bloc voting and minority group political cohesion 
never can be assumed, but specifically must be proved 
jin each case.” At the same time, the court -- in Ohio's 
Quilter v, Voinovich case, in which Democrats alleged 
that the Republicans had violated the Voting Rights Act 
by creating majority-minority districts without such a

finding -- the court upheld Ohio's Republicans, and said 
that states do have the power to create majority- 
minority districts if they wish to, In so doing, it upheld 
the creation by Republicans of a district in which white 
volers were an overwhelming voling majority -- by 
linking the disparate white suburbs of Bexley, Whitehall, 
and Gahanna into.a state legislative district that, at 
pdints, was Connected only by a'single road 

in a previous voting rights case, Justices O'Connor 
-- and Thomas, among others. -- ruled that Blacks did 
not have a cause of action to appeal the effective 
dilution of their political power through changes in the 
responsibilities-of officeholders after they gain posi- 
tions. In that case, the court said that the decision by 
an Alabama county government to change the process 
of deciding how roads wauld be repaired from each 
commissioner controlling part of the funds to all the 
commissioners voting on each appropriation did not 
represent a dilution of Black voting strength -- although 
it was apparently done in order to eliminate the ability 
of the Black commissioner to accomplish changes in 
the manner in which such funds were allocated 

But in the Shaw case, the court is far more solicitous 
of minority rights -- apparently, only if whites are in the 
minority. Now, the court said that it must look through 
cerlain "pretextual" explanations in order to find the 
bugbear of racism. 

Of course, the court majority did not note, as Justice 
White did in dissent, that this Supreme Court was 
backing the claim of whites in a state which, only in 
1992. "sent its first black representatives since 
Reconstruction to the United States Congress.” Ob- 
viously, that kind of meaningful racial history did not 
matter in the court's effort to trammel over the rights of 
Blacks in order to protect the rights of whites. 

It “strains credulity", as Justice White properly 
pointed out, to argue -- as this Supreme Court did - 
that the white majority of the North Carolina legislature 
created a second majority-minonty district in order to 
hinder whites from participating in the political process. 
As Justice Souter pointed out, the decision expresses 
a “determination to depart from (the Court's) prior 
decisions" by ruling in favor of the whites in North 
Carolina against all precedence. 

The court expressed its concermthat political apart- 
heid will be the result of the creation of such majority- 
minority districts. But there is a greater evil which the 
Voting Rights Act was designed to overcome: the tyran- 
ny of a majority working against the interests of a 
discrete minority. It seems that the court's high-sound- 
ing language has, in this case and in others, served as 
a means to subvert the original purpose of the Voting 
Rights Act -- to ensure-that the political rights of those 
who have historically been victimized by discrimination 
were protected

the atlarge election for municipal offices, The 
election of Cincinnati Mayor Dwight Tiller was an-excep- 
lion to the rule that saw few Blacks elected citywide 
despite the fact that we comprise 30 percent-of the 
population. 


That is why we are pleased that United States 
DistrictCourt Judge Thomas Wiseman has abolished 
the Hamilton County atlarge court system and created 
beven districts, three of which will have significant

Black populations of twenty percent or mare. The 
Judge's ruling will make it more likely that Blacks can 
be elected to judgeships in three of the seven judicial 
districts 

This courageous Judge has done what the Civil 
Rights-Act and the Justice Department were unable to 
accomplish, As a result, on November 2nd, Black may 
be in a position to elect three judges in Hamilton: 
County. 

Perhaps, Blacks in cities like Cleveland and Colum- 
bus, need to take a look at the creation of judicial 
districts in their areas. They could. prove to be an 
effective cure for Blacks votersdisenfranchisement.

Changing the guard 


After seven elections, and 12 years 
in office, State Rep. Ray Miller decided 
that enough was enough 

The Black Columbus solon had a 
powerful position as head of the 
Human Resources Subcommittee of 
the Ohio House Finance Committee: 
He was well-respected in the General 
Assembly. with a number of legislative 
accomplishments in his history 

But Miller had decided, just six 
months into his seventh term, that it 
was time for him to move on 

It Sa decision thal iS Becoming increasingly popular 
for Black elected officials around the state, and the nation 
Tom Bradley in Los Angeles, Maynard Jackson in Atlanta, 
Coleman Young in Detroit -- all were part of an illustnous 
class of big-city mayors elected in 1973, who rolled up 
overwhelming majorities in running their cities, but who 
decided just this year that it was time for a change 

Part of the change was-due to old age: both Bradley 
and Young are in their 70s, and they said they no longer 
possessed the energy to run ther cities. In the previous 
cases, there was also a sense that time had passed them 
by: Young had finally begun to face intensifying challenges 
from some former supporters, and Bradley's credibility 
had been badly damaged by Los Angeles’ 1992 rebellion 
and the infighting between himself and former chiad Darry! 
Gates : 

Part of the change was due to finances; Jackson, who 
was in poor health. decided that he could no longer afford 
to serve as mayor of Atlanta A lawyer, Jackson decided 
thal it was important to provide some financial security to 
his family. 

Miller said in the press conference announcing his 
departure that he was leaving “in order fo begin practicing 
what I'm preaching, that is, African 

Americans must become employers rather than 
employees." in leaving the legislature to.start his own 
business. the Nalional Urban Policy Institute, Miller fits the 
pattern of a number of public officials, many white but 
some Black as well, who have decided to move beyond 
the constraints of the political systern in order to improve 
their finances 

The state legislature has already seen a significant shift 
in the membership of the state's Black caucus. Of the 11 
Black caucus members when Miller was appointed in 
1981 -- taking the position of Les Brown, who had lett to 
return to Florida — only six are still serving. Sen, William 
F, Bowen and Rep. William Mallory of Cincinnati, and Rep 
Troy Lee James of Cleveland. who have been in the 
legislature 26 years: Rep, Casey Jones, with 24 years of 
service; Rep. Helen Rankin of Cincinnati, who has 15 
years of seniority, and Rep. Otto Beatty of Columbus, who 
Was appoirited to replace Hev. Phale Hale in 1980 and 
was elected for the first time that year 


One legisiator, Thomas Bell of Cleveland, lost his seat 
in the 1981 reapportionment: Sén, Morris Jackson of 
“Cleveland and Rep. ike Thompson of Cievetand retired; 
and Rep, C.J, McLin of Dayton and John D. Thompson of 
Cleveland died in office: 

One of the difficulties faced by the Black politicians Is 
revealed in the fact that. in.the recent history of the 
legislature -- beginning with the 1966 reapportionment 
which first created single-member state legislative districts 
and created the first influx of Black state legislators -- only 
three legislative members have left one legislative position 
for a higher position. Carl Stokes and Mike White left the 
House and Senbte, respectively. to become mayor of 
Cleveland, and William F Bowen was appointed to 
‘replace Calvin Johnson in the Ohio Senate (in 1970) 

During that period, no Black has left the state legisla- 
ture because they were elected to statéwide office or 
"Congress, while several whites. have been able to move 
out of the legislature in that way. In fact. of the state's 
Black legislators, William Bowen was the only oné who 
became his party's Congressional_ nominee, losing an 
election to Willis Gradison in 1976 and ultimately being 
unsuccessful in his bid for his partys nomination to 
replace Charles Luken in 1992 

lt has been different for white candidates. Con- 
gressmen John Kasich, Tony Hall, Enc Fingerhut, Sherrod 
Brown, Douglas Applegate. and John Boehner, Con- 
gresswoman Marcy Kaptur; Lieutenant Governor Mike 
DeWine; Ohio Attorney General Lee Fisher: Cuyahoga 
County Commissioner James Petro. and a number of 
other white legislators have, since 1962. used previous 
experience in the state legislature as a springboard to 
higher office 

The changing of the guard among the state's Black 
legislators does have a cost in influence in the legislative 
process, just as their relative stability has had a benefit 
Miller's seniority and capability made him-a critical player 
in the state's budget process -- and one of only three 
Blacks \n the House to have ever served as chairman of 
one of the critical appropriations subcommittees That 
type of influence ts not easily replicated 

At the Same time, it gives others an opportunity to 
participate in the system and build skills. and influence. 
although the opportunity to build and strengthen that 
influence will be severely diminished by the introduction 
of tern limits on all legislative officials

Cosby says bid to buy NBC is

NEW YORK, N.Y. ~' Entertainer 
Bill Cosby recently launched a 
second bid to buy the troubled NBC 
television network. Asimilar attempt 
last fall failed. Industry analysts im- 
mediately ridiculed the effort by the 
black entertainer saying he was 
only offering $2 billion while owner 
General Electric. was asking be- 
tween $3.5 and $4 billion, But, 
Cosby counteréd that his effort was 
"indeed serious". He is said to be 
working with investment banker 
Goldman, Sachs & Co., and #ol- 
lywood. friends to make another 
offer. Cosby is possibly the richest 
black person in. America with an 
estimated wealth of $300 million, 

Black woman leads revolt in 
feminist group 

GREENVILLE, S.C. -- A black 
female attorney from. Greenville, 
South Carolina is heading a sig- 
nificant leadership challenge within 
the’ nation’s largest feminist or- 
ganization--the National Organiza- 
tion of Women (NOW). Efia 
Nwangaza charges that the current 
leadership of the women’s rights 
organization has "lost touch with 
the membership" and has adopted 
too narrow an agenda: Other critics 
accuse the NOW leadership of 
being overly focused on abortion 
rights and a so-called pro-lesbian 
agenda. Nwangaza says she feel 
"very good" about her chances of 
unseating the current NOW leader- 
ship atthe group's annual*conyen- 
tion in Houston, July 2-4, This will 
be the first time since 1970 that a 
slate has pushed for a fundamental 
change in the direction. of the 
feminist organization

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Why should you 
own any part of 
my company? 


Apart from being able to keep all your 
Operations close to the vest, there are 
many reasons not to be a publicly-owned 
company. My major concern about there 
not being more African American com- 
panies that are publicly owned is that, as 
a consequence, many of our companies 
don't get to grow in the same fashion as 
do-others inthe broader marketpiace— 

By not opening our companies to 
public ownership, we close one big door 
to a source of capital that could be ac- 
cessed for our own benefit as well as the 
benefit of our communities around the 
country and around the world. 

One of the largest black-owned com- 
panies, and arguably, one of the three 
richest black companies in the U.S., 
Johnson Publishing Co., does not trade 
publicly. Believe it or not, if it-did, it would 
likely be considered an "emerging growth 
company" by many of the larger invest- 
ment banking firms like Merrill Lynch, 
Goldman Sachs, etc. 

What that tells you is just how large 
you have to be in the general 
marketplace before you can come close 
to being considered a "blue chip com- 
pany". At least in the estimation of the 
oddsmakers on Wall Street. The point is, 
small companies abound that are run 
with much greater efficiency than many 
of the larger firms on Wall Street. Wall 
Street, however, is enthralled more by 
size than anything else, apparently. 

Recently reported in the financial 
press was-the acquisition of Johnson 
Products, an ethnic hair Care products 
company and one of a handful of black- 
owned companies, by a white-owned 
company. | was somewhat saddened by 
the acquisition but not as much as | would 
have been had something more drastic 
taken place, like having the company go 
out of business altogether. 

Johnson Products has been one of 
the few black-owned companies that 
have been traded publicly for a number 
of years. And for me, it held out the 
promise that black firms could hold their 
own in the public marketplace. Apparent- 
ly, Johnson Products’ acquisition by Ivax 
was not opposed by the folks at the com- 
pany that make the decisions about such 
things, the principal owners of the com- 
pany. So who am | to say "yeah" or "nay" 
on the question of who owns it? 

As a-consumer of Johnson Products’ 
hair care products, not a shareholder, | 
could decide not to buy the products until 
the company returns to black hands. But 
that point would be lost on the "movers" 
and "shakers" in the Johnson-lvax deal, 
| am afraid. 

| have often addressed the benefits of 
public ownership in this section of The 
Call And Post, most probably because 
a large part of my work experience has 
been as a broker of shares and other 
securities in publicly traded ventures. 

When you are publicly owned, | will 
admit that you give up one thing that 
seems to be important to many small 
businesses--control. You are then in 
business with everybody that owns even 
one share in your venture. 


Once-you-have given.up-total-control. 


of your venture, each decision you make 
has to be arrived at with your new players 
in mind. You have an extra measure of 
government reporting with which to con- 
tend. You have shareholders who are 
constantly reviewing your every move to 
see if you are "doing it right." 

Aithough: the Johnson Produets:deal 
was not a hostile takeover, that possibility 
also looms when you are public. Some: 
one could come along and gobble you up 
simply because they have the money 
and you represent a new market for 
thém, period. 

What happened in the mid-to-late 
1980s among some of the larger com- 
panies- was that-many of them forsook 
the public markets in favor of going 
private, The management of some of 
these companies felt that better 
decisions could be made if quarter-to- 
quarter planning was not hampered by 
skittish shareholders hungry for month- 
to-month profits. 

Readers will recall that it was through 
a leveraged buyout with a small group of 
investors that the late Reginald Lewis got 
control of TLC Beatrice International, A 
deal to bring the company public again 
fell through a few years ago, but coming 
public again is still a possibility there.

Sean (Puffy) Combs, at 22 years of age, is the 
youngest person in the riusic industry to be in charge of A&R (Artist & Repetoire), 
told a group of black people that there is a changing room where he has to switch 
into formal clothes in order to meet "The Man," 

Combs, vice president of A&R at Uptown’ Recards in New York City. is making 
thousands and thousands of dollars with hip-hop influenced R&B acts like Mary J 


Blige and Jodeci. Is he a field slave 


"\'m just Kunta Kinte," he said, referring to the African man enslaved in America 
in the book and television mini-series “Roots. "We'all signed our name on the dotted 
line tor a price," said Combs. “We are-getting sold on the auction block." 

He was part of a frustrating panel discussion on the music industry at the 17th 
Annual Black Radio Exclusive convention, held recently, Frustrating as in the lack of 
power black people who sing, rhyme and dance have in the control and distribution 


of their genius 


“Twelve percent to 14 percent is a joke," said hip-hop artist M,C. Lyte, referring to 
the amount the artist makes from the record label. "We néed to begin our own 
independent labels so we can give our own jobs," she said 

Panelist Keith Shocklee, one of the producers for hip-hop group Public Enemy, 
said blacks get suckered when they don't know everything they need to about the 


industry 


"White boys know how to get your publishing (rights),” he said

Children should learn money management skills 


If you want: your children to Handle 
money responsibly and to develop the 
skills they will need to manage their finan- 
ces effectively as adults; Michael R. Dick- 
son,_CPA-and president of the Columbus 
Chapter of The Ohio Society of CPAs, 
recommends that you begin to teach your 
children about the value of money during 
their grade school years and sustain that 
education by setting a good example in 
managing your own household finances 

The first allowance 

Providing children with a fixedal- 
lowance-is-one-of-the-best—ways-to 
develop their money management skills. 
You can start children on an allowance 
when they are about six years old. By 
then they are learning about the fun- 
damentals of money in school and al- 
ready have an understanding of how to 
make simple purchases on their own. 

Although many parents-provide al- 
lowances to children in exchange for 
doing household chores, this is not 
necessarily the wisest practice. A child

as the-homeless. : 

Try not to be concerned if your children 
spend all the money the first day or two 
atter receiving their allowances. This will 
help them to better understanding the 
consequences of their spending habits

resist the temptation of lending your - 


Children money when they deplete their 
allowance. Bailing them out doesn't help 
them develop a responsible attitude 


toward money, nor does it teach than to 
live within their means, one of the-most 
difficult and important lessons they need 
to learn © 

Developing. savings:habits 

Nothing makes children feel more in 
control of their finances than having their 
own savings account passbook, Take 
your child with you to the bank to set up 
a savings account. Discuss the benefits 
of depositing money into the account and 
explain-how money can grow by earning 
interest. 


Let your children set their own savings 
goals. They should determine how much 


* of their allowance and other monies will 


be put aside in savings. Them let then 
decide when they will withdraw the 
money and for what purchases, Even if 
you don't agree with how your children 
want to spend their savings, they will 
learn valuable lessons about managing 
their money by making their money by 
making their own decisions about it 

As children get older, you may want to 
explain the need for creating long-term 
goals, such saving for the purchase of a 
car or college education. If you expect 
your child to save for these expense, 
don't forget to reward them when they 
attain their savings goals. For example, 
you may want to contribute money to their 
savings account each time they reach a 
certain savings threshold 


Where does all the money go? 

Once young children start managing 
their own money, they are bound to ask 
questions about your money. Don't be 
surprised if your.child asks:-How-much, 
money do.we have; Where does it all 
come from? How much does our house 
cost? 


It's important to be direct and honest 
in answering your children’s questions, 
always,’of course speaking in terms your 
children‘ean understand. By encouraging 
open discussions aboul money, you carn 
involve your children in family finances 
and enhance their understanding of the 
role money plays in one life--from paying 
for little luxuries like ski trips or beach 
vacations to financing a college educar 
tion >| 


Remember, too, that how you and yout 
spouse handle money influences your 
children's attitudes about money. For ex 
ample, if you constantly use credit cardg 
instead of cash to pay for purchases, a 
your children get older, they may feel the 
have the right to do the same withoul 
thinking about the ultimate expense of!

What do. they do when they find that they don't get served at a 
restaurant, or are turned away from a hotel, or forbidden to see the 
girl, or boy, of their dreams? Do they act like us and try to make 
everybody guilty? They don't get mad, they just get even. 

; ile it is true that blacks have been turned away from patronage 
* at Denny's and jobs at Shoney's, don't you think that other people of 
‘ color, or other distinguishable traits, have been turned away from 
‘these places as well? 


But, think about it, you rarely read about Jews, Asians or Arabs - 


marching in front of @ business, or city hall, protesting an act of 
discrimination against them. Why? Because they usually turn to each 
Other and make lemonade of the situation for all of their friends to 
‘ partake, 

In an excellent example of black lemons being made sweeter, 
executives of Shoney's Restaurants have signed an agreement with 
the Southern Christian Leadership Conference (SCLC) to spend $60 
million on, and between, minorities. According to Taylor E, Henry, 
chairman of Shoney's, "The bottom line is we've made a concentrated 
effort to create employment and create a wider cultural diversity." 

This commitment from the company chairman comes after. it had 
been proven that a Shoney's vice president, and co-founder of the 
chain, had made racial, and damaging, slurs about African Americans. 
Sixty million bucks to the SCLC definitely made the lemons they felt 
African Americans were dealt, a bit sweeter to taste. 


The $60 million will help the SCLC in assisting minorities toward 


“gaining new business opportunities. Throug ; irget 
more in the way of contracting, supplying, banking real estate ven- 
tures, construction and maintenance opportunities, 

The Shoney's chain will also spend significant bucks with blacks in 
advertising, marketing, public relations and toward the recruitment of 
people of color for employment, management jobs, professional 
services, community serivees and corporate contributions. 

Henry said that his company is going to help minorities gain 
equitable participation in economic development. And the truth of the 
matter is that 'a journey of a thousand miles starts with. small, but 
measurable, steps.” Shoney's now purchases $12.5 million-a-year 
from minority suppliers. 

Thirty-two percent of Shoney's work force is black. And they have 
black managers in 21 percent of management jobs, while blacks in 
hourly positions constitute 32 percent of the Shoney's work force. If 
they increase ads to black newspapers, the number of black owners 
of black outlets in their chains and philanthropic contributions, 
Shoney's will have done what few others in the corporate world have 
done, 

If you want to cuss-in, lay-in, pray-in and just cause a general 
disturbance when you feel that you've been discriminated against, go 
ahead, but it will become a life-time occupation. But, if you are 
interested in making lemonade out of the lemons life has dealt you, 
you may want to contact the SCLC and see what they've got from 
Shoney's that may be for you.

Watch out for travel fraud 


With money tight, many hopeful vacationers aré looking for discounted 
airfares and accomodations to make their summer travel plans possible. 
But, the better Business Bureau warns that some travel offers may never 
get of the ground and only end up costing you a lot of money and grief. 

BBBs report that travel scam operators use different devices to draw 
in victims, including postcards, direct mail letters, 900 telephone 
numnbers and false newpaper and television advertisements, 

The most polular ploy operators use is a mass postcard mailing which 
may state, "You have been specially selected to receive a free trip.” The 
postcard instructs the recipient to call a phone number, sometimes 
toll-free, but possibly an expensive number. 

What the "winner" receives is a vacation certificate that almost always 
includes hidden costs, such as registration fees, an expensive club 
membership, or requirements to buy high-priced products that the com- 
pany is selling. 

Other questionable offers may include multi-day travel packages that 
rove to be greatly over-priced when costs are fugured oul separately. 
rovisions of these travel packages and vacation certificates may include 

one free airline ticket with the purch: of a second highly priced ticket, 

Or, if airfare for two is offered, hot comodation prices may be greatly 
inflated. And in many cases, travel is restricted to a very limited time. 

Even worse than receiving highly restricted travel arrangements, many 
consumers report receiving nothing at all when the company closes down 
and skips town with their money, 

These operators often use high-pressure tactics to make a sale. 
Consumers should not be afraid to press the salesperson for exact 

‘answers, suctras what additional charges are required and the names of- 
specific hotels and airlines. . 

Consumers should ask for detailed written information, compare that 
to what the salesperson promised, then contact the airlines and hotels 
direcity to see what kind of deal is being offered. 

Also, in an effort to make a quick sale, the saleperson may ask for a 
consumer's credit card number, the card's expiration date or a checking 
account number. This information should not be given out. To check out 
the company, consumers can contact the BBB or their local consumer 
protection office.

Said Brown, “While most of the 
Persian Gulf veterans we are treat- 
in@thave health problems no dif- 
fefent from those of other veterans 
a fumber of them have conditions 
bdlieved to be related to Gulf ser- 
viée that, so far, have eluded diag- 
ndsis. | am determined that VA 
discover exactly just-what is caus- 
ing these problems and develop 
treatment approaches to help these 
veterans.” 

VA also is collaborating with the 
Department of Defense to enter into 
a joint agreement with the National 
Academy of Sciences for a review 
of scientific, medical and other in 
formation on the health consequen- 
ces of Persian Gulf service, as well 
as the conduct of epidemiological 
studies. 

‘VAhad moved to establish a Per- 
sian Gulf Registry, later authorized 
by Congress, to track the health of 


Persian Gulf veterans. As of March 
19, more than 1,600 veterans had 
received physical examinations, 
and information of their health has 
been entered into a computerized 
data base 

VA also established three refer- 
ral centers to handle cases of un- 
usual symptoms in Persian Gulf 
veterans. So far, 17 veterans nave 
been seen at these centers in 
Washington, 0.C., Houston and 
West Los Angeles 

Thirty-two Persian Gulf’ War 
Family Support Centers have been 
set up in 26 states, providing mar- 
riage and family and family counsel- 
ing services for veterans, their 
spouses and children. In addition, 
VA sought and gained authorization 
to provide readjustment counseling 
services, including counseling or 
post-traumatic stress disorder, to 
Persian Gulf veterans through VA's 
201 Vietnam Veteran Outreach 
Centers. Since the beginning of the 
Desert Shield mobilization, VA has 
been tracking compensation claims 
of veterans who attribute problems 
to environmental exposures, such 
as oil well fires

Self-defense course 
helps women fight back

Fighting back. It's something 
that women weren't trained to do 
Until now. 

Fight Back of Central Ohio, a 
comprehensive self-defense 
course, aims to help women defend 
themselves against muggers, 
rapists and other attackers. The 
»program is based on Model Mug- 
ging, which was founded by a San 
Jose, Calif, karate instructor. A 
nationwide program founded in 
1988, Fight Back is just now making" 
its way to Columbus 

The Fight Back classes are 
designed to make participants feel 
comfortable. The instructors are 
female and the men who act as 
muggers dress in padded body 
suits, Fight Back is currently making 
an effort to‘draw African-American 
women to the program 

"There are very small classes of 
about 16 women," said Julie Har- 


mon, an instructor. "In a lot of clas- 
ses, you have people who have 
been sexually abused or have had 
a sexual assault." 

Harmon says many women don't 
want to have to deal with the 
thought of having to defend them- 
selves against an attacker but as- 
serts, "Once women have been 
through it,.they're incredible advo- 
cates for it." 

Some. women who take the 
course even go on to become in- 
structors. , 

"| took the course because | 
moved from an inner city neighbor- 
hood to the suburbs where there 
was a rapist," said Cori Couture, ‘a 
California resident who flew in to 
teach several classes in Columbus 


In addition to the physical con- 
tact, dispelling childhood fears is 
also a big part of the training, says 
Couture 


“Girls are taught there's a fear 
lurking in the world that's going to 
them," she said. 

Though some women are afraid 
to be assertive when they first enter 
the program, Couture says they 
eventually learn the ropes. 

“The women do full force knees 
to the groin and kicks to the head 
It's the riding the bicycle metaphor 
-- once you do it, it stays in your 
body," said Couture. 

She also said the men who pose 
as the attackers are sensitive to the 
female participant's feeling, 

"The male instructors have had 
personal experience with women 
who were assaulted. Some of them 
were beaten as children. The men 
know it’s beneficial to them when 
women are no longer afraid." 

Elliot Nemzer, a male volunteer, 
has had relationships with women 
who were sexually abused as 
children. He says he got involved 
with Fight Back after taking a similar 


course for men that "transformed" 
his life. 

“A big part of the job is an acting 
job. | try as best | can to make it 
real," said Nemzer. 

Another male volunteer, Jim Bar- 
rile, got involved with the program 
when he saw it being demonstrated 
at a graduation ceremony. 

"At graduation | realized it was 
the best self-defense program I've 
seen," said Barrile 

Fight Back usually costs $500. It 
is being offered for a reduced. cost 
of $250 in Central Ohio because of 
corporate sponsor. The next class 
session will be held October 17 
through 31 at the Columbus YWCA, 
65 S. 4th St., and the Westerville 
YWCA, 120 North Otterbein 

The program is still looking for 
underwriters to keep the cost down 
For underwriting information, con- 
tact Julie Harmon at 268-6873.

A quick way to get rid of your stress

. This is. the first of a series of 
ideas that will help you to deal with 


your stress, The first thing that T 


will do is show you how to get 
stress out of your system, imme- 
diately. Then, I'll give you some 
tips to show you how to keep it out 

* Stand-up, with your arms at 
your side, and your feet together. 
Now. rise up on your toes. (If you 
havé trouble keeping your 
balance, lean against a table or 
Wall) 


* While you are tiptoeing, raise 
both arms up over your head. 
Straighten your elbows. Point 
your hands to the ceiling. Keep 
your hands about six inches apart 

* At this time, you should be up 

‘on your toes and both arms should 
+e raised up over your head 


= * Hold the above position and 
@scrunch" your neck down, so that 
you feel a tightening of your neck 
muscles and tightness of the 


muscles that run along the top of 


your shoulder, just below the 


neck, You should now feel a tight- 
ness in your leg muscles (result- 
ing from standing on your toes), as 
well as tightening of your neck 
muscles and the muscles at the 
top of-your-shoulder. These 
muscles collect a lot of stress, so 
squeeze the stress out of them. 


* Finally, while you are on your 
toes, and. while your arms are 
raised above your head, take a 
slow, deep breath. Completely fill 
your lungs with air. Be sure to in- 
hale, very slowly. When your 
lungs are full of air, hold your 
breath and count from one to five. 


* When you reach the count of 
five, slowly exhale and, at the 
same time,.slowly lower your 
arms, and slowly lower yourself 
from the tiptoe position. 


* Let's review --.(The whole pro- 
cedure should take no more than 
one minute} It goes like this: 


Simultaneously, raise up on your 
toes and raise your arms above 
your head. Hold this position while 
you take a slow, deep breath. Hold 
your breath and count to five. 
Now, again simultaneously, ex- 
hale slowly, lower your arms slow- 
ly_and lower_yourself from 
tiptoeing slowly. Repeat this entire 
procedure five, consecutive 
times. In less than five minutes, 
you can get rid of all of the stress, 
strain, tension and nervousness 
from your body. 


If you have a lot of stress, do 
this procedure at least once an 
hour, More often, if you wish. Do it 
before job interviews, before 
speeches, before tests, before 
anything you think will make’ you 
nervous. Soon, your body will 
maintain a stress-free condition, 
always. Teach this procedure to 
your friends, family and neigh- 
bors. Use this procedure before 
you go to bed, use it when you 
have a headache. Remember, 
practice at least once an hour,

Fisher to intervene on 
behalf of consumers 
in health spa case 


Attorney General Lee Fisher has 
taken action to attach the assets of 
Mid-America and New Woman 
Health and Fitness Centers in an 
effort to protect consumers’ claims 
and preserve their chances of 
receiving refunds 


Fisher filed a motion to intervene 
in a class action lawsuit brought by 
the fitness canters’ affected mem- 
bers, asking the court to issue a 
temporary restraining order and 
preliminary injunction prohibiting 
the sale of the companies’ assets 


"These health clubs sold mem- 
berships knowing that the spa 
would fail, leaving consumers hold- 
ing a worthless piece. of paper." 
Fisher said. "My office is committed 
to protecting Ohio consumers and 
doing everything we can to get their 
money back." 


Fisher's motion, filed in Miami 
County Common: Pleas Court, al- 
leges New Life Health Spas and 
Mid-America Health Spas violated 
consumer laws including the Con- 
sumer Sales Practices Act and the 
Failure to Deliver Rule 


Fisher is also asking the court to 
order a civil penalty of $25,000 for 
each violation along with attorneys 
fees and investigative costs. 


On March 10, Mid-America pur- 
chased New Life Fitness Centers 
leaving thousands of consumers 
upset after finding their member- 
ships were not going to be honored 
by the new owners 


In April, after a meeting with 
members of Fisher's Consumer 
Protection Section, Mid-America 
had recognized the contracts of 
many former New Life members. 
However, on June 18, 1993 all Mid- 
America facilities were shut down.

There are those in the Columbus community who 
do have what it takes to be effective foster parents 
Their skills and expertise outweigh the financial reim 
bursements granted and their work as professionals 
does not receive due recognition. There are also

Treatment foster care offers a twist by assisting the 
caregivers in developing their skills through a network 
of support and on-going training. The greatest asset 
that one can bring to the treatment foster care system

New program will help prosecute 
child abuse and neglect cases 


Teams from Ohio's 88 countries 
recently completed training for an 
important new program that will 
improve the way child abuse and 
neglect cases are investigated 
and prosecuted in Ohio. 


The Investigative Mentor Train- 
ing Prone ram, a joint effort between 
Ohio Attorney General Lee 
Fisher's Office and the Ohio 
Department of Human Services, 
provides training in the latest tech- 
niques to investigate child abuse, 
including sexual abuse and to help 
locate missing children. 


Across the state, public children 
services workers, law enforce- 
ment officers, and prosecutors 
face record caseloads involving 
child victims of abuse and neglect. 


Ohio conectiona ‘Feeility ‘in, 


Lucasville, 


In 1991, Ohio received nearly 
86,000 reports of child abuse and 
neglect involving nearly 23,000 
children. 


To fight this growing problem 
the Investigative Mentor Training 
Program offers coordinated, multi- 
disciplinary training in the inves- 
tigation and prosecution of child 
abuse along with information on 
constantly changing child abuse 
and neglect laws. 


The multi-disciplinary teams in- 
clude a prosecutor, a sheriff or 
sheriff's deputy, police officer and 
a children service worker. Team

Run, Hit and Throw, These were three 
simple directions that, if you are blessed 
and lucky, could land you ona major 
league team or on the path'to have that 
athletic dream come true. 

Those directions could, however, be 
unfavorable if 1) your ‘wheels’ are two 
square bricks. 2) You can'thit a beach ball 
with a trash can, or 3) you have a "rubber" 
arm. 

Hilliard Middie Schoo! was the field of 
123 dreams, as high school, college and 
former studénts performed before 
several major league scouts. 

Like winning the lottery or the night 
before Christmas, | thought about all the 
things to come if a gave a solid perfor- 
mance. | figured my baseball experience 
would carry me threw the jungle and | 
would soon find my way to the Un- 
promisediand, 

Arriving to the Major League combine, 
Jim Martz, Scouting Director, greeted a 
sea of nervous players on the bleachers, 
"We are here to look at all of you and for 
to see what it takes in the big leagues, 

jartz said. “If you don't make the cut, it 
doesn't mean you can't play baseball. It 
mearis you have not yet reached the 
standards that we are looking for,” Martz 
said that early, Wednesday morning. He 
would repeat these words several times 
before the end of the day. 

On the outset, players were given in- 
structions and cards to fill out. After com- 
pleting the card, and signing the back 
(waiving MLB's responsibility for any in- 
ty that may occur while involved in any 

LB activity), you were put on the line for 
the all-important 60-yard dash.
